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At the age of 17, after winning 
first prizein a poetry contest, Victor 
Hugo was called by the renowned 
Chateubriand, “Figure Sublime,” 
and a great future was predicted. 
for the embryonic, writer, Hugo 
fulfilled that prophecy by becom: 
ing one of the greatest literary 
figures of France. a 


Hugo's life was at orice turbu- 
lent and dramatic. Born in 1802, | 
into the Napoleonic era of splen- 
dor,. show, and sham, she was 
plunged at an early ~age into 
the atmosphere and tempo of the 
times, For his, father, who was artached to the 
Court of Bonaparte, traveled extensively for the 
Empire, and was accompanied by his family, Rome 
—Naples—Madrid—were a few of the cities in 
which young Victor lived. But the fall of Napoleon 
shunted the Hugos from this continental existence 
into steadily declining circumstances. The father, 
by this time a Count, was interned at Bloise on an 
allowance of 40 pounds a year. £ 


Victor was sent to school in Paris, here onan 
extremely meager allowance, he bargly existed. But 
he didn't seem to mind, for his literary ambition 
had begun to flower. At 14 he was turning out 
everything-from verses to melodrama, Wining the 
poetry prize encouraged him to continue, Though 
for an entire year after that happy event he lived 
in a rateinfested attic in the Rue Du Dragon, he 
wrote diligently, persevering with a self-confidence 
which throughout his life never failed him, 


In 1822 his first published volume of poetry, 
“Odes and Poesies Diverses,” attracted royal favor, 
and he received a pension from the government, 
His purse thus enriched, he was able to take a 
step that he hdd contemplated bur had not dared— 
marriage. He married Adele Foucher whom he had 
been courting, for months. 


His writing career had now offically begun. The 
poetry of that period was markedly romantic in a 


stilted, artificial way. Hugo broke away from this 


- old formula and in his fresh, lilt

However, in the coup d'etat of 1851, as. | 
member of the Committee of Insurrection, he Was | 
threatened with arrest. At che eleventh hour he 
escaped to Brussels in the disguise of a workman. | 

Hundreds of miles away from his native land!

that breathed the life of his people—Les Miserables
